There was a touch of spring in the air 
that added excitement to this special day. 
Mrs. Marilyn Quayle, wife of the Vice 
President, visited the Southwest Branch 
Library to participate in a ceremony to 
mark the distribution of 7,000 books to the 
students of Amidon Elementary School. 

The books, with an estimated value of 
$80,000, were donated to the Department 
of Education by Books for the World, a 
non-profit Mississippi-based company that 
receives new books gratis, direct from the 
publishers. According to Department of 
Education (DOE) official Dr. Richard T. 
LaPointe who was instrumental in 
coordinating the distribution of the books, 
the publisher donated the books to DOE with 
the stipulation that the books would be 
stamped, contributed to a non-profit 
organization, and actually handed directly to 
the children. The Southwest Neighborhood 
Assembly was identified as the non-profit 


organization, a choice DOE made as a result 
of learning about it from S.W. Scholarship 
Chair Francine Vinson who is also a DOE 
official. 

Mrs. Quayle, joined by DOE Deputy 
Under Secretary Easton, was graciously 
welcomed to the library through a receiving 
line orchestrated by Dr. Ben Igwe, Head 
Librarian. On line was SWNA President 
Margaret Feldman, S.W. Scholarship Chair 
Francine Vinson, Amidon School Principal 
Pauline S. Hamlette, several officials from 
the main branch of the D.C. Public Library, 
the Southwest Library, and Friends of the 
Library. 

Mrs. Quayle made some opening 
remarks and then dramatically read 
portions of a story from Favorite Tales 
From Grimm, an exquisite collection of old 
favorite fairy tales suitable for all ages. 
Eagerly listening to her story were the 
third grade students from Amidon ES.

CLARA BREWER 
MOTHER OF 
SOUTHWEST 

When you think about your mother, 
words like understanding, patience, warmth 
and love come to mind. 

Clara Brewer is all those words and 
more to her family. She is the tower of 
strength that typifies a mother's concern 
for her children and community. 

Born in Raleigh, North Carolina, Ms. 
Brewer moved to Southwest, Washington in 
1951. She became a community activist 
two years later, initially working with the 
Southwest Civic Association at Second 
Baptist Church and the local PTA. ) 

"The education of my children is vefy 
dear to me. Having an education provides 
opportunities for good jobs and owning one's 
home. I wanted my kids to escape from what 
I had to endure growing during segregation. 
This has been my inspiration. I'm very 
proud of all my kids," says Ms. Brewer. 

This wonderful mother can boastfully 
say she has defied the odds. Raising eight 
children as a widower living in public 
housing. Six of her children have graduated 
from college so far, with two receiving 
their Master’s degrees. 

"I was determined to make social 
statistics a lie. Women can raise a family as 
head of households. I believe that every 
child can learn and achieve. Start kids early 
in life (in the cradle) by making them feel 
wanted and needed. I took my kids to the 
museums and parades to expose them to a 
lot," stressed Ms. Brewer. 

Involving herself in anything that had to 
do with children, Ms. Brewer was President 
of Jefferson JHS PTA for eight years. She 
found time to actively participate in many 
local organizations and churches. 


MARION ROSEN 
PROJECT 
ENCOURAGEMENT 

If you ever need encouragement, see a 
doctor. In this case, visit Dr. Marion C. 
Rosen, Ed.D., for a dose of human 
enrichment injected by her wonderful 
smile. 

Dr. Rosen has been a River Park 
resident for 12 years. She’s spent the 
greater part of her life sharing good will. 

A native of the Bronx, New York, she 
received her Bachelors degree from 
American International, her Masters from 
Boston University and PH.D from George 
Washington University. 

With all this extensive training, Dr. 
Rosen became a counselor at Dunbar and 
Woodson High Schools and Kramer Junior 
High. She spent 17 years in the D.C. Public 
School system winning local and national 
awards as Counselor of the Year for her 
innovative training. 

She created a parent education course 
called, "Project Encouragement" which 
trained counselors, administrators and 
educators in understanding students. 

"I love working with people, helping 
them improve interpersonal relationships. 


Many years ago local students had to 
have special permission to attend Amidon 
School. Ms. Brewer worked with a 
community group that fought for equality in 
education. Their proposal placed students in 
the 1st and 2nd grades at Syphax, 3rd and 
4th grades at Amidon and 5th and 6th grades 
at Bowen. Their persistence ultimately lead 
to our current system which does not 
require local students special permission. 

When Western HS closed (now Duke 
Ellington School for the Arts), she worked 
with a group that created Randall Marine 
Science & Aerospace School so that kids 
could attend high school in Southwest. The 
Board of Education accepted the concept but 
would not fund the school, which lasted five 
years. 

Most recently Ms. Brewer has 
volunteered with the Washintgon Parent 
Group Fund, been an active board member of 
the Southwest Neighborhood Assembly and 
the COMSAT group that donated over a 
million dollars to Jefferson JHS. 

"I would like to see the Southwest 
community more cohesive, with people 
talking, thinking and working together. Our 
common goal should be enriching the lives of 
our young people through education. Ten 
years ago in Channel Square we had an 
International Food Festival. Now you can't 
even^get our senior citizens nor our young 
Black professionals to come into Greenleaf 
Annex," expressed Ms. Brewer. 

As we closed our conversation, I asked 
her what would it take to bring the 
Southwest community together for one 
common cause? As she pondered for a 
while, she finally responded..."an 
international think tank maybe!"

As a child I was a member of the Jr. NAACP 
and believe people should not be afraid to sit 
together and get to know one another," says 
Dr. Rosen. 

Her exuberant smile penetrates anyone 
immediately. For example, 3 years ago 
there was a vandalism problem at River 
Park's pool. Dr. Rosen decided to deal with 
the children directly. She was able to win 
over the kids and get their cooperation. 

"Interacting with the kids was most 
important. I asked them to a meeting which 
led to monthly meetings for the group. The 
open discussion helped lessen the vandalism 
intrusion," explains Dr. Rosen. 

One member of the group suggested a 
tutoring program. Dr. Rosen met with the 
principal of Bowen ES, Mr. Wells, about the 
idea. She wrote notices and recruited River 
Park residents. After inviting parents, 
students and volunteers, "River 
Park/Bowen ES Good Neighbor Tutoring 
Program" was born. This special project 
started with 12 pairs of students and 
volunteers matched together once a week. It 
has grown to 21 tutor/student pairs, who 
work on improving reading and math skills. 

"In the beginning we had some problems 
about attendance. We called parents and 
encouraged students to commit to regularly 
attending the sessions. We do everything 
possible before a student gets lost," adds Dr. 
Rosen. 

Dr. Rosen is certainly a very special 
person in our community. Her ideals and 
leadership ability should be a model for us 
all. When this community seems confused 
and in disarray, we should lotion ourselves 
down with a little "Project Encouragement." 
Maybe it may spread all over the city. And 
it won't cost us a penny!

ASK MARION—

“Dear Dr. Rosen: 

My four year old son is getting very hard to 
handle. Whatever I tell him not to do is just the 
thing that he WILL do. Even after I spank him he 
still continues to be bad. If I cannot control him 
now, what will he be like as he gets older?” 

“I can understand your concern, both for now 
and the future. By now you must have decided that 
spanking and other physical punishments do not 
have a lasting effect. While for the moment your 
son may stop his annoying behavior, he soon goes 
back to it or to some other equally frustrating be¬ 
havior. 

Since this method is not working for you, how 
about trying something different? Look at your 
son’s behavior in terms of “what purpose does it 
serve?” He gets your attention, doesn’t he? Even a 
spanking is better than no attention at all. He also 
shows you his power. You may try to force his 
obedience, but he refuses to obey. Look within 
yourself. Are you feeling angry with him? If so, and 
I guess you are, then you may be pretty sure that 
you are in a power struggle with him. Power strug¬ 
gles are not good for either of you, neither are they 
winnable, least of all by the parent. Children find 
all sorts of ways to outwit us. 

So, give up the power struggle. Misbehaving 
children are discouraged children. What you child 
needs is encouragement. 

Pay attention to him when he is behaving prop¬ 
erly. Let him know that you appreciate his good 
behavior. If he has played quietly for a while tell 
him how pleased you were to see him do that. Offer 
to read him a story, not because he was good (we’ll 
talk about bribery in another column), but because 
that would be a pleasing thing for both of you to do 
together. 

Use encouraging words and phrases with him. 
(Send a stamped, self-addressed envelope for my 
list of encouraging words.) Watch for little signs of 
improvement. A quick hug and no words will make 
him feel SO GOOD. 

Let me know how things are going”.

PASTORS CORNER 

THE POLITICS OF 
HOPE 

Reverend C. Parke Street 
St. Augustine's Episcopal Church 

Many places, in our world seem filled 
with hope these days, Southern Africa and 
eastern Europe for example. What about 
Southwest D.C.? Is it even possible to put 
our neighborhood in the same league as those 
great movements of people towards freedom 
and dignity? 

in the early 80's many in our State 
Department were telling the AFL-CIO not to 
waste their money supporting the Solidarity 
movement in Poland. In the last quarter of 
the 80's many of the same people were 
taking credit for that movement towards 
freedom and the achievement of Solidarity. 
Even as many in our government take credit 
for the movement in South Africa. 

Remembrances of history differ. Does it 
matter how we remember the past? Does 
the truth matter? I think it is the nub of 
how we respond to the present and what 
future we move towards in Southwest 
Washington. 

I remember much of the 80's as 
presided over by the politics of fear, and as 
a time when justice and freedom were 
constantly threatened. Now there seems to 
be a growing politics of hope with 
movements towards justice and freedom 
picking up such momentum that it threatens 
those who would resist it. How did this 
happen? 

Some who play the politics of fear claim 
that it was their threats which produced the 
new movements of hope. I think the truth is 
different. Certainly the politics of fear has 
been part of the context out of which the new 
politics of hope has grown. Not however the 
cause. Countless individuals have not 
listened to the scenarios scripted for them 
by the wise and powerful. The mass of those 
who act on hope rather than fear has grown 
large enough to begin shaping the course of 
nations, and those looking on say that 
something new has suddenly happened. 

If you listen only to the wise and 
powerful, or even to the opinions of many on 
the street, our community can seem 
hopeless with its overwhelming problems 
and the fears with which so many live. But, 
you may not see nor be aware of the hope 
which motivates many others in their 
actions towards a better Southw -i 
community for all. We are present, and

Christopher Edley, CEO of the Fund, 
cites, "The exciting growth of UNCF 
institutions is due to strong leadership from 
the college presidents, and with their 
leadership, our historically black colleges 
are experiencing a renaissance."

TAX COURT DECISION 
MAKES HOME OFFICE 
DEDUCTION EASIER 

A recent U.S. Tax Court decision 
involving a Virginia physician has 
liberalized the requirements for claiming a 
home office deduction, thus making it easier 
for taxpayers maintaining an office in their 
homes to claim a deduction on their 1989 
tax return. The case, Soliman vs. 
Commissioner, involved the doctor's 
exclusive use of one of the bedrooms within 
his apartment for the management and 
administration of his medical practice 
where he spent up to three hours a day 
working. 

A key issue in the court's decision was 
the fact that none of the hospitals where the 
physician practiced, provided him with 
office space. The court found that he had no 
alternative office space available and that 
services performed were essential to his 
business, thus making the home office a 
necessity. For Southwest residents having 
similar circumstances, it is important to 
note that the IRS and the Tax Court will 
examine similar cases on an individual 
basis.
